SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 

Water  Supplies 

The  supply  of  water  from  the  Council’s  Baunton  works 
has  continued  throughout  the  year  to  be  satisfactory  both  in 
quality  and  quantity.  . 

All  samples  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination 
have  proved  that  the  water  continues  to  be  of  exceptionally 
high  quality.  During  the  year  water  supplied  in  the  Council’s 
area  of  supply  amounted  to  148,296,000  gallons  and  46,644,000 
gallons  was  supplied  under  bulk  agreements. 

Two  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  shallow  wells 
during  the  course  of  the  year,  one  of  these  being  a bakehouse. 
Both  samples  were  submitted  for  analysis  and  were  found  to 
be  unfit  for  human  consumption,  there  being  evidence  of 
drainage  reaching  the  wells  from  some  undesirable  source. 
In  each  case  the  owners  were  called  upon  to  provide  a proper 
supply  of  water  from  the  Town’s  main  and  this  was  done. 

The  owners  of  two  other  properties  in  the  Town  were 
called  upon  to  provide  a proper  supply  of  water  from  the 
Town’s  main  as  the  existing  supply  was  totally  insufficient. 

Swimming  Baths 

The  swimming  season,  from  May  to  September,  at  the 
Council’s  Open  Air  Swimming  Bath  was  again  popular,  the 
quality  of  the  water  being  maintained  at  a high  standard. 
The  bath  was  particularly  well  patronised  by  children. 

Sewage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

The  scheme  for  providing  a new  disposal  works  and  a 
new  main  outfall  sewer  from  Watermoor  to  the  Works  was 
completed  in  July.  The  scheme  has  been  operating  satisfac- 
torily and  has  relieved  the  continual  flooding  in  the  Siddington 
Road  area. 
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Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

Collection  of  house  refuse  has  continued  on  a once-weekly 
basis  with  a second  collection  for  kitchen  waste  only.  Disposal 
by  controlled  tipping  has  continued  to  be  satisfactory.  Some 
2,863  tons  were  dealt  with  during  the  year. 

Salvage 

The  total  weight  of  materials  salvaged  and  sold  during 
the  year  amounted  to  421  tons  10  cwt.,  made  up  as  follows  :

The  value  of  such  materials  was  /4,054. 

In  addition  the  Council  entered  the  Competition  organised 
by  the  Waste  Paper  Recovery  Association  and  was  awarded 
a third  prize  of  £250,  being  placed  19th  out  of  900  entrants. 

As  in  previous  years  the  food  waste  sterilisation  plant  at 
the  Council’s  Depot  has  worked  satisfactorily.  The  plant  is 
not  working  to  full  capacity  being  used  on  only  3 days  a week. 

Rivers  and  Streams 

The  water  courses  in  the  district  have  been  inspected 
from  time  to  time  and  no  evidence  of  serious  pollution  has 
been  observed. 

In  three  cases  streams  were  found  to  be  silted  up  with 

mud  and  overgrown,  preventing  the  proper  flow  of  water,  and 

the  owners  of  land  adjoining  were,  in  each  case,  called  upon 

to  clean  out  the  water  courses. 

\ 

In  two  instances  this  work  was  carried  out  and  in  the 
other  the  Council  undertook  responsibility  for  cleaning  the 
stream. 

Shops 

312  visits  were  paid  to  shops  during  the  course  of  the  year 
and  this  includes  food  shops.  Two  occupiers  were  called  upon 
to  repair  sanitary  accommodation.  Three  occupiers  were 
required  to  provide  additional  sanitary  accommodation,  and 
in  18  instances  washing  facilities  were  called  for  which  included 
the  provision  of  hot  water,  and  cleansing  and  redecorating 
was  carried  out  to  two  premises. 
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The  owners  of  one  wet  fish  shop  in  the  town  have  provided 
a modern  form  of  water  spray  over  the  display  slabs  which 
should  prevent  fly  and  other  contamination. 

Food  Preparing  Premises 

201  inspections  have  been  made  of  the  registered  food 
preparing  premises  in  the  town,  and  as  in  previous  years, 
special  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  two  bacon  factories. 

Repairs  and  additions  to  sanitary  accommodation  were 
required  in  three  cases  ; washing  facilities  were  called  for  in 
three  cases,  and  cleansing  and  redecorating  of  premises  were 
required  in  two  instances. 

A new  kitchen,  together  with  modern  equipment,  was 
provided  at  one  of  the  hotels  in  the  town. 

The  occupier  of  one  small  cafe  in  the  town  was  required 
to  cleanse  and  redecorate  the  kitchen,  and  this  was  carried  out. 

Alterations  and  repairs  were  required  at  one  cafe,  but 
these  premises  have  now  been  closed. 

Food  Handling — Bye-Laws 

Inspections  were  made  under  the  above  by-laws  and  in 
two  cases  contraventions  were  observed  : (1)  a butcher’s  shop, 
and  (2)  a fishmonger  in  the  open  market.  The  traders  were 
observed  wrapping  food  in  newsprint  and  both  of  them  were 
cautioned.  As  a result  of  this  proper  supplies  of  clean  white 
wrapping  paper  were  obtained  in  each  case,  and  no  further 
contravention  was  recorded. 

Ice  Cream  Premises 

Thirty  visits  have  been  made  to  premises  selling  ice 
cream  in  the  district.  Twelve  samples  of  ice  cream  were  taken 
and  two  of  these  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  and  in 
grades  3 and  4.  The  proprietors  of  the  premises  were  contacted 
and  also  the  manufacturers,  with  a view  to  improving  the 
supply. 

Several  mobile  ice  cream  vans  visiting  the  district  were 
stopped  and  inspected  and  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Four  new  premises  were  registered  for  the  sale  of  pre- 
packed ice  cream  during  the  year. 
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Milk  and  Dairies 

Fifty-nine  inspections  have  been  made  under  the  Milk 
and  Dairies  Regulations  1949.  There  are  4 registered  bottling 
premises  in  the  town  and  7 registered  distributors.  Seven 
Dealers’  Licences  for  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  were  issued  under 
the  Special  Designations  Order,  and  one  Dealer’s  Licence  for 
Pasteurised  milk.  In  addition,  3 Supplementary  Licences 
were  issued  during  the  year  to  producers  of  milk  outside  the 
district  for  retailing  within  the  urban  area.  One  was  for 
Tuberculin  Tested  and  two  for  Pasteurised  milk. 

Generally  speaking,  all  dairy  premises  in  the  town  have 
been  kept  in  good  and  clean  order,  but  the  owner  of  one  of  the 
registered  premises  was  called  upon  to  carry  out  certain 
modifications  in  order  to  comply  with  the  regulations. 

Seventeen  samples  of  milk  were  taken  and  three  of  these 
were  unsatisfactory.  Investigations  were  made  at  the  premises 
where  the  unsatisfactor}^  samples  were  obtained  with  a view 
to  eliminating  any  further  trouble. 

Clean  Food  Campaigns 

It  is  regretted  that  the  Council  failed  to  obtain  the  co- 
operation of  the  local  food  traders  in  getting  them  to  exhibit 
notices  barring  dogs  from  food  shops. 

Smoke  Abatement 

Observations  were  taken  of  the  emission  of  smoke  from  a 

chimney  serving  a flour  mill  in  the  town,  but  no  serious  nuisance 
was  recorded. 

However,  one  nuisance  was  observed  from  a chimney  in 
the  centre  of  the  Market  Place  belonging  to  a dry  cleaners 
premises,  and  this  chimney  was  emitting  gritty  and ' sooty 
particles  in  an  adjoining  yard. 

The  matter  was  taken  up  with  the  proprietor  of  the 
establishment,  and  arrangements  were  made  to  have  the 
chimney  swept  at  least  every  three  months.  In  addition  the 
stoker  was  interviewed,  and  on  the  instruction  of  the  proprietor 
took  steps  to  obtain  a more  suitable  fuel. 

Moveable  Dwellings 

Eight  inspections  were  made  of  moveable  dwellings  in  the

town.  Two  licences  were  granted  to  owners  of  land  and 
caravans  to  station  moveable  dv/eilings  on  sites  for  short 
periods.  One  moveable  dwelling  which  was  stationed  tem- 
porarily in  a hotel  yard  was  removed  during  the  year.  The 
remaining  moveable  dwelling  is  on  a building  site  and  is  only 
remaining  there  until  the  house,  which  is  under  construction, 
is  ready  for  occupation. 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act 

The  Pest  Inspector  and  Operator  has  now  had  a full  year’s 
working  under  the  Act  ; 1,532  dwellings  and  194  business 
premises  were  inspected  ; 99  private  dwellings  and  65  business 
premises  were  treated. 

Contracts  were  entered  into  in  three  instances  for  dis- 
infesting premises  and  23  treatments  were  given.  Twenty-two 
treatments  were  given  to  Local  Authority  premises  ; this 
figure  includes  treatment  of  the  Town  sewer. 

A charge  is  made  for  treatment  to  private  dwellings  and 
business  premises,  and  only  a very  small  number  of  accounts 
were  outstanding  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Nuisances  under  the  Public  Health  Act 

Sixty-four  nuisances  were  recorded  during  the  year  and 
a total  of  05  nuisances  were  abated.  This  number  includes 
nuisances  which  were  recorded  in  1950. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year  one  road  in  the  Town 
was  slightly  flooded.  This  was  quickly  abated  and  since  the 
new  sewer  has  been  laid  from  Watermoor  to  the  Shorncote 
Sewage  Farm  no  further  nuisance  has  been  observed  in  this 
locality. 

It  was  only  necessary  to  serve  one  Statutory  Notice  in 
order  to  secure  the  abatement  of  a nuisance. 

Housing  Acts 

2,251.  visits  have  been  made  to  premises  under  the 
Housing  Acts  during  the  year  and  this  includes  the  inspection 
of  properties  under  the  Council’s  ‘‘  Points  ” scheme,  when 
application  is  made  for  a house.  It  also  includes  inspections 
under  the  Small  Dwellings  Acquisition  xA.cts. 

All  housing  defects  observed  were  dealt  with  under  the 
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provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Acts.  Only  one  application 
was  received  for  hnancial  assistance  under  the  Housing  Acts, 
where  a building  was  being  converted  into  a dwelling.  After 
due  consideration  by  the  Council  this  application  was  not 
granted  as  certain  conditions  had  not  been  complied  with. 

Housing  schemes  were  in  progress  on  the  Beeches  Estate 
and  inspections  were  made  daily  of  the  work  during  progress 
up  to  completion. 

Housing  Progress 

Nine  Traditional  brick  houses,  one  block  of  Old  People's 
dwellings,  and  two  houses  of  a 54  house  contract,  were  com- 
pleted during  the  year.  This  last  contract,  started  on  1st  April 
1951,  was  delayed  on  several  occasions  due  to  labour  difficulties 
and  shortages  of  certain  controlled  materials.  The  contract 
referred  to  is  on  the  new  school  site  on  the  Beeches  Estate, 
and  the  contractors  constructed  the  roads,  including  the  laying 
of  sewers,  etc.,  during  the  time  the  building  was  in  progress. 

Seven  private  houses  were  completed  under  licence  during 
the  year  and  4 were  under  construction  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Sixty-four  families  were  rehoused  during  the  year,  bring- 
ing the  total  of  families  rehoused  since  1946  to  587.  Of  this 
number  3 tuberculous  patients  were  rehoused. 

Factories 

105  factory  premises  are  on  the  register  and  this  number 
includes  factories  where  mechanical  power  is  used. 

212  inspections  were  made  during  the  year  and  10  occu- 
piers were  called  upon  to  carry  out  work  under  the  Acts  as 
follows  : 

1 Provision  of  heating  in  workroom. 

2 Provision  of  sufficient  sanitary  accommodation. 

5 Cleansing  and  alteration  of  sanitary  accommodation. 

2 Certain  work  under  the  heading  relating  to  means 
of  escape  in  case  of  fire. 

Six  outworkers  premises  were  visited  in  the  district. 

All  the  bakehouses  in  the  town  were  visited  several  times 
during  the  year  and  generally  speaking  they  were  kept  in  a 
clean  and  satisfactory  condition. 

Three  premises  were  required  to  provide  a proper  supply 
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of  hot  water  for  washing  facilities  for  the  staff,  and  this  was 
done. 

Common  Lodging  Houses 

One  Common  Lodging  House  in  the  town  was  re-registered 
and  four  inspections  were  made  during  the  course  of  the  year, 
when  it  was  found  to  be  in  satisfactory  order.  Minor  works 
were  required  to  the  Common  Room  and  sanitary  accommoda- 
tion, and  the  owner’s  attention  was  drawn  to  a contravention 
under  the  Public  Health  Act  relating  to  the  use  of  one  room. 

Slaughter  of  Animals  Act 

Twenty-four  Slaughtermen’s  licences  were  renewed  during 
the  year  and  two  new  licences  were  applied  for  and  granted. 

No  contraventions  under  this  Act  have  been  observed, 
and  slaughtering  has  been  carried  out  in  a proper  manner  by 
all  the  licensed  slaughtermen  operating  in  the  urban  area. 

Slaughterhouses  and  Meat  Inspection 

Four  licences  were  issued  during  the  year — two  to  the 
two  bacon  factories  and  two  to  the  Ministry  of  Food’s  slaugh- 
terhouses in  Blackjack  Street  and  Dyer  Street. 

Improvement  work  has  been  carried  out  by  the  slaughter- 
ing contractors  at  each  slaughterhouse  and  proper  rest  rooms 
and  washing  facilities  have  been  provided  for  the  slaughter- 
men. The  lairage  has  been  improved  and  certain  new  equip- 
ment has  been  provided  in  the  slaughterhouses.  This  is  really 
only  a temporary  measure  but  it  is  likely  that  both  the 
slaughterhouses  will  be  in  operation  for  some  time  to  come. 
The  existing  slaughterhouses  are  not  considered  to  be  quite 
satisfactory  and  both  are  entered  from  main  thoroughfares 
where  a considerable  amount  of  congestion  is  caused  by 
vehicles  unloading  cattle  and  sheep  being  driven  through  the 
main  street. 

The  Council’s  scheme  to  build  an  up-to-date  abbatoir 
on  an  area  of  land  adjoining  the  existing  cattle  market  with 
easy  access  from  the  railway  and  main  road,  is  the  remedy. 

During  the  year  1,290  visits  have  been  made  to  the 

registered  slaughterhouses  for  the  purposes  of  carrying  out 
routine  meat  inspections  ; a greater  number  of  pigs  have  been 
examined  than  in  previous  years.

The  number  of  pigs  killed  at  the  bacon  factories  has 
increased  by  over  5,000  during  the  year. 

Unsound  Food 

The  total  quantity  of  meat  condemned  during  the  year 
amounted  to  46  tons,  4 cwt.  1 qr.  2 lb.  This  figure  has  increased 
by  approximately  20%  over  and  above  last  year’s  figures. 
Part  of  the  increase  of  the  total  weight  of  meat  condemned  is 

due  to  the  fact  that  there  is  a total  of  41  beasts  condemned 
this  year  as  unfit  as  against  a total  of  24  last  year.  Quite  a 
number  of  very  poor  cattle  has  passed  through  the  Govern- 
ment’s slaughterhouses. 

Other  Food 

Many  inspections  have  been  made  of  food  in  shops  in  the 
town  to  ascertain  whether  or  not  it  was  ht  for  human  con- 
sumption, and  the  following  amounts  have  been  surrendered 
over  the  year  :

National  Assistance  Act  1948 — Section  47.  Removal  to  suitable 
premises  of  persons  in  need  of  care  gnd  attention. 

Action  was  taken  by  the  Council  under  this  section  in 
respect  of  two  elderly  ladies  (70  and  77  years)  in  Fairford, 
who,  in  addition  to  being  infirm,  were  living  in  insanitary 
conditions  and  were  not  receiving  from  other  people  proper 
care  and  attention.  The  Court  gave  an  order  in  each  case  for 
three  months,  subsequently  renewed,  to  Watermoor  Hospital, 
part  3 accommodation. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 

Water  Supplies 

The  scheme  for  the  provision  of  a public  piped  water 
supply  for  the  Parish  of  Siddington  was  completed  during  the 
year.  • ^ 

Work  on  the  preparation  of  schemes  for  the  parishes  at 
the  eastern  end  of  the  district  and  in  the  Churn  Valley  is  in 
an  advanced  stage. 

It  is  now  proposed  that  the  village  of  Ewen  also  should 
receive  a water  supply  from  the  extension  of  the  Council's 
main  at  South  Cerney  which  is  to  serve  Somerford  Ke^mes 
and  Poole  Keynes. 

The  Council’s  five  water  undertakings  at  Lechlade, 
Poulton,  Coates,  Marsden  and  Down  Ampney,  were  satisfac- 
torily maintained  during  the  year,  the  average  monthly 
consumption  over  the  year  being  456,500  gallons,  480,800 
gallons,  412,400  gallons,  347,000  gallons  and  41 1,000  gallons 
respectively. 
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Water  Samples 

Twelve  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  public  supplies 
at  Lechlade,  Poulton,  Coates  and  Marsden  and  submitted  to 
the  Public  Analyst.  All  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Water  from  the  village  well  at  Kempsford  was  submitted 
for  analysis  and  found  to  be  not  safe  for  human  consumption. 
As  a result,  the  only  two  cottages  relying  on  this  source  of 
supply  were  connected  to  the  Council’s  main. 

During  the  year  seven  samples  were  taken  from  supplies 
serving  private  properties  and  as  a result,  eight  houses  have 
been  connected  to  the  main  and  a further  seven  are  to  be 
provided  with  a satisfactory  alternative  supply. 

A bacteriological  sample  was  taken  in  connection  with  a 
case  of  Paratyphoid  Fever,  but  no  evidence  of  infection  was 
discovered.

Moveable  Dwellings 

Thirteen  new  licences  were  issued  during  the  year  under 
the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  Section  269,  for  the  use  of  land 
as  a site  for  Moveable  Dwellings.  In  addition,  ten  existing 
licences  were  renewed. 

Routine  supervision  has  been  exercised  with  particular 
attention  to  sanitary  conditions,  and  all  the  sites  have  been 
maintained  free  of  nuisance. 

Sewerage  and  Drainage 

Progress  continued  during  the  year  on  the  sewerage  scheme 
to  serve  the  Parish  of  Lechlade. 

Schemes  for  the  installation  of  sewage  disposal  facilities 
for  the  parishes  of  Fairford  and  South  Cerney  are  still  under 
consideration. 

Cleansing  of  the  sewage  outfalls  at  Lechlade,  Barnsley, 
North  Cerney  and  Driffield  was  carried  out  by  Contract,  a 
mechanical  emptier  being  used. 

Routine  measures  have  been  taken  for  the  destruction  of 
rats  in  the  Fairford  sewers. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

Refuse  collection,  including  the  collection  of  salvage, 
was  carried  out,  throughout  the  district  by  Contract. 

During  the  year  the  controlled  tips  at  Fairford  and  South 
Cerney  were  maintained  free  from  nuisance. 

The  latter  tip  has  now  been  closed  and  tipping  has  com- 
menced on  an  alternative  site  in  the  same  area. 

Rat  destruction  has  been  carried  out,  as  required,  on 
both  controlled  tips. 

Rats  and  Mice  Destruction 

Duties  under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act, 
1949,  have  been  carried  out  throughout  the  year.  Infestations 
on  Council  property  have  been  dealt  with  by  Council  em- 
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ployees.  These  were  of  a minor  nature,  with  the  exception  of 
one  case,  where  block  treatment  of  14  houses  was  necessary. 

Twenty-two  complaints  of  rats  on  private  properties  were 
received.  On  inspection  19  were  found  to  be  infested  and  advice 
was  given  in  each  case. 

Routine  inspections  of  business  premises  revealed  no 
additional  infestations.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 

Water  Supplies 

Conditions  remain  much  the  same  as  in  previous  years 
but  a start  was  made  on  the  comprehensive  water  scheme 
which  gives  promise  of  many  improvements.  The  springs  at 
Bibury  and  Syreford  were  bought  by  the  Council  and  by  the 
end  of  the  year  work  at  the  springheads  was  practically  com- 
plete. With  the  purchase  of  the  springs  the  Council  took  over 
the  water  supplies  to  Andoversford  and  part  of  Bibury. 

Council  houses  at  Compton  Abdale,  Chedworth,  Cold 
Aston  and  Brockhampton,  which  are  dependent  on  filtered 
rain-water  for  their  supplies,  needed  these  supplies  augmented 
several  times  during  the  year.  This  was  done  by  using  a 
Council  lorr}^  fitted  with  a tank  and  pump. 

Several  farms  in  the  district  had  new  supplies  installed 
or  old  ones  improved  by  private  arrangement. 

A supply  to  twelve  houses  in  the  village  of  Ablington 
failed  and  on  investigation  it  was  found  that  the  spring  had 
altered  its  course.  As  no  improvement  could  be  obtained 
the  houses  were  connected  to  a private  supply  in  the  same 
village.

Comprehensive  Water  Scheme 

Work  at  the  spring  heads  was  practicall}/’  complete  by 
the  end  of  the  year  and  work  was  due  to  commence  on  the 
construction  of  reservoirs  and  the  laying  of  mains. 

Sewage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Works,  Northleach 

This  schemie  was  nearing  completion  by  the  end  of  the 
year  and  should  be  ready  for  operation  early  in  1952.  Most 
properties  in  the  district  are  drained  by  cesspools  or  septic 
tanks.  Ail  Council  houses  are  drained  as  required  by  Appendix 
K of  the  Housing  Manual.  These  installations  are  regularly 
inspected  and  attended  to  as  required. 

Refuse  Collections 

Collection  is  fortnightly  with  the  exception  of  Northleach 
which  has  a weekly  collection.  The  six  tips  used  for  disposal 
were  satisfactorily  maintained.  Collection  is  by  direct  labour. 

Salvage  Collection  (Waste  Paper) 

This  is  collected  by  the  refuse  men  on  their  rounds  and 
disposed  of  to  the  Paper  Merchants  once  a month.  The  amount 
of  waste  paper  collected  and  disposed  of  during  the  year  was 
24  tons  6 cwt.  2 qrs. 

River  Pollution 

The  Thames  Conservancy  Inspectors  made  frequent 
visits  to  the  rivers  and  streams  under  their  jurisdiction  in  the 
area.  One  source  of  pollution  was  notified.  This  was  remedied.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 

Water  Supplies 

Tetbury.  The  supply  in  this  parish  has  been  maintained 
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during  the  year.  Some  36f  million  gallons  were  pumped  from 
the  two  boreholes.  21\  million  gallons  were  supplied  to  the 
parish  of  Tetbury,  giving  an  average  daily  consumption  of 

75.000  gallons,  equal  to  28  gallons  per  head  of  the  population. 
The  remaining  million  gallons  were  pumped  to  Babdown 
reservoir  which  supplies  the  Polish  Hostel,  Beverston  village, 
and  parts  of  Tetbury  Upton.  The  average  daily  consumption 
at  the  Hostel  was  18,000  gallons,  whilst  the  parishes  of 
Beverston  and  Tetbury  took  an  average  daily  consumption 
of  8,000  gallons. 

During  the  year  13  samples  were  taken  from  the  Tetbury 
water  supply,  all  were  satisfactory. 

The  Ministry  of  Local  Government  and  Planning  approved 
the  scheme  for  laying  a 6-inch  reinforcing  main  in  the  parish 
to  improve  the  supply  generally.  The  6-inch  main  will  be 
laid  from  the  Waterworks  to  the  Northfield  area  and  connected 
to  the  main  in  London  and  Cirencester  Road. 

Beverston.  A number  of  new  connections  were  made  to 
the  main  during  the  year,  and  the  average  daily  consumption 
of  this  parish  together  with  part  of  Tetbury  Upton  was 

8.000  gallons. 

Avening  and  Cherington.  The  majorit}/  of  properties  on  the 
route  of  the  water  main  belonging  to  the  Stroud  Water  Board 
have  now  been  connected.  59  notices  were  served  during  the 
year  requesting  a piped  supply  to  be  made  available  and  these 
are  being  followed  up. 

Kingscote  and  Boxwell  with  Leighterton.  An  informal 
enquiry  into  the  Council’s  proposals  for  a main  suppty  of 
water  from  the  Tetbury  Waterworks  to  these  two  parishes 
was  held  during  the  year.  As  a result  of  this  enquiry  the 
Ministry  decided  that  the  West  Gloucester  Water  Co.  should 
supply  Boxwell  with  Leighterton  from  the  Didmarton  direc- 
tion and  that  the  Kingscote  scheme  be  held  in  abeyance  for 
the  time  being.  The  council’s  consulting  engineers  were 
requested  to  investigate  existing  supplies  in  the  parish  of 
Kingscote  and  submit  a report. 

An  application  for  a supply  of  water  to  Calcot  Farm, 
Kingscote,  from  the  Council’s  Babdown  reservoir  was  con- 
sidered, and  it  was  decided  to  lay  a 3-inch  main  with  suitable 
boosting  equipment  to  afford  a supply  to  this  point.  It  was 
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understood  that  the  3-inch  main  could  be  used  for  extending 
the  supply  to  the  village  of  Kingscote  at  a later  date. 

For  the  purpose  of  the  enquiry  some  1G8  properties  were 
inspected  to  ascertain  details  regarding  existing  water  supplies 
and  sanitary  arrangements.  24  samples  of  water  from  existing 
supplies  were  taken  for  analysis,  16  of  which  were  unsatisfac- 
tory. 

Tethury  Upton.  The  Council’s  scheme  for  supplying 
Twelve  Acres  and  Doughton  from  the  Tetbury  supply  was 
approved  by  the  Ministry  and  the  necessary  pipes  ordered. 

Remaining  Parishes.  The  supply  in  these  parishes  remains 
unchanged. 

During  the  year  1,289  inspections  were  made  in  connec- 
tion with  water  supplies,  and  a total  of  44  samples  were  taken 
for  analysis. 

Sewage  and  Drainage 

Following  reports  from  the  Bristol  Avon  River  Board  on 
the  effluent  from  the  Tetbury  Sewage  Works,  the  Council 
requested  their  consulting  engineers  to  submit  a report  on 
improvement  work  required  to  ensure  satisfactory  treatment 
of  the  effluent. 

Three  small  sewage  disposal  works  at  Shipton  Moyne, 
Didmarton  and  Avening  were  brought  into  operation  during 
the  year  for  the  purpose  of  draining  32  Council  houses. 

Under  this  heading  160  inspections  were  carried  out. 

Avening.  An  informal  enquiry  into  the  proposed  sewage 
scheme  for  the  parish  of  Avening  including  Nags  Head,  was 
held  during  the  year  and  approval  in  principle  was  received 
from  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government.  For 
the  purpose  of  the  inquiry  201  properties  were  inspected  to 
ascertain  up  to  date  information  regarding  existing  sanitary 
accommodation  and  water  supply. 

Public  Cleansing 

House  refuse  was  collected  from  all  13  parishes,  Avening 
and  Tetbury  having  a weekly  collection  the  remaining  parishes 
fortnightly.  The  number  of  inspections  in  connection  with 
refuse  and  salvage  collection  and  disposal  amounted  to  284. 
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The  salvage  scheme  was  recommenced  in  March  and  the 
total  amount  of  materials  salvaged  up  to  the  end  of  the  year 
was  as  follows  ;

River  Pollution 

The  Bristol  Avon  River  Board  have  informed  the  Council 
that  the  effluent  from  the  Tetbury  Sewage  Works  is  polluting 
the  stream.  The  Council  are  taking  the  necessary  action  to 
remedy  this  matter. 

No  other  cases  of  river  pollution  occurred  during  the  year. 

Housing 

During  the  year  35  inspections  were  made  in  connection 
with  dwelling  houses  and  28  informal  notices  were  served  under 
the  Housing  and  Public  Health  Acts. 
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Council  Houses.  The  Council  now  have  172  houses  in 

% 

their  area.  During  the  year  14  traditional  type  houses  at 
Shipton  Moyne,  8 traditional  type  houses  at  Didmarton  and 
8 non-traditional  type  houses  at  Tetbury  were  completed. 
The  55  temporary  dwellings  at  Long  Newton  and  Beverston 
are  still  occupied. 

In  connection  with  the  maintenance  of  Council  Houses 
455  inspections  were  carried  out  during  the  year. 

New  Buildings 

During  the  year  47  building  plans  were  submitted,  of 
which  8 were  for  new  dwelling  houses  and  4 for  conversions. 
Two  new  dwelling  houses  were  completed  during  the  year  and 
the  number  of  separate  living  units  provided  by  conversions 
amounted  to  4. 

The  number  of  inspections  made  in  connection  with  new 
buildings  and  licensing  amounted  to  526. 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act  1949 

Forty-eight  treatments  were  carried  out  and  115  inspec- 
tions of  premises  were  made  during  the  year.  Systematic 
treatment  of  all  refuse  tips  and  sewers  in  the  district  was 
carried  out. 

House  Numbering  and  Street  Naming 

A total  of  193  properties  in  the  parishes  of  Beverston, 
Boxwell  with  Leighterton,  Kingscote,  Ozleworth  and  Las- 
borough  were  given  official  numbers  and  the  street  name  plates 
in  the  parish  of  Avening  were  fixed.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 

Water  Supply 

The  water  for  this  area  is  supplied  by  the  Stroud  District 
Water  Board  and  96  per  cent,  of  the  houses  herein  are  con- 
nected to  the  supply.  Sixteen  samples  of  water  from  the 
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town  supplies  were  taken  and  submitted  for  bacteriological 
analysis,  all  of  which  were  satisfactory.  Occasional  com- 
plaints were  received  regarding  excessive  chlorination  in  the 
main  supplies.  These  were  passed  on  to  the  Engineer  of  the 
Stroud  District  Water  Board,  who  always  gave  them  immediate 
attention. 

Spring  and  Wells 

Five  samples  of  water  from  springs  and  wells  in  the 
district  were  taken  and  submitted  for  chemical  and  bacterio- 
logical analysis,  the  results  showing  that  two  were  satisfactory 
and  three  unsatisfactory.  Where  the  samples  were  classified 
as  unht  for  human  consumption,  steps  were  at  once  taken  to 
secure  the  provision  of  a main  water  supply. 

Swimming  Pools 

The  public  swimming  pools  at  Stratford  Park  were  in 
constant  use  throughout  the  season,  and  it  is  satisfactory  to 
record  that  of  the  6 samples  taken  at  regular  intervals  during 
the  season  all  were  satisfactory.  The  purit}^  of  the  water  in 
the  pools,  which  contain  over  385,000  gallons,  is  maintained 
by  a filtration  plant  designed  to  filter  the  whole  contents  in 
six  hours. 

Sewerage 

The  new  sewage  disposal  works  at  Stanley  Downton  is 
now  complete  with  the  exception  of  the  sludge  digestion  plant, 
partial  treatment  having  commenced  in  October,  1951.  The 
sewage  is  now  receiving  full  treatment  before  the  resulting 
elhuent  is  discharged  into  the  River  Frome.  The  average  flow 
being  dealt  with  is  1,500,000-2,000,000  gallons  per  day. 

The  main  trunk  sewer  is  complete  as  far  as  Wallbridge, 
and  is  now  taking  all  the  sewage  previously  dealt  with  at  the 
old  S.U.D.C.  Canal  Side  Works  and  the  S.R.D.C.  Ebley  Works. 

Certain  areas  of  the  district  are  still  not  sewered  including 
parts  of  Bowbridge,  Bisley  Road  and  Cainscross  Road, 
Callowell  and  Westrip,  and  it  will  be  a great  improvement 
when  the  sewer  network  is  extended  to  these  areas.

Rodent  Control 

Rodent  Control  has  been  given  every  attention  during  the 
year  and  it  is  felt  that  very  good  results  have  been  attained. 
The  Health  Department  co-operates  with  the  Infestation 
Division  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  who  advise 
as  to  methods  of  baiting  and  treatment,  following  research 
work  in  their  laboratories. 

Two  treatments  of  the  network  of  sewers  within  the  Urban 
District  were  carried  out  and  post  baiting  showed  that  a good 
proportion  of  the  sewers  were  still  clear  of  rats,  whilst  in  the 
remainder  the  rat  population  had  been  very  considerably 
reduced.  Re-infestation  of  sewers,  however,  is  always  likely 
to  recur  and  regular  treatment  of  the  sewers  against  rats  will 
continue  in  the  future. 

The  Destructor  Works  has  proved  particularly  difficult 
to  control  efficiently,  but  frequent  treatments  are  carried  out 
and  the  rat  population  has  been  kept  reasonably  low  at  all 
times.

Dairies  and  Milk  Retailers 

There  are  9 dairies  other  than  farm  dairies  in  the  district 
and  these  have  been  inspected  frequently.  113  visits  have  been 
made  to  ensure  that  the  provisions  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
Orders  and  Regulations  have  been  complied  with. 

There  are  on  the  Register  25  retail  purveyors  of  milk. 
Of  these  21  have  premises  in  the  Urban  District,  of  whom 
14  deal  wholly  or  partly  in  designated  milk. 
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A large  modern  dairy  with  pasteurisation  plant  came  into 
operation  during  last  year  with  the  result  that  a greatly 
increased  number  of  inhabitants  in  Stroud  now  have  pasteurised 
milk. 

Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations  1949 — Regulation  20 

No  action  was  taken  during  the  year  under  this  Regula- 
tion. 

Milk  Sampling  : Biological  Examination 

Nineteen  samples  were  taken  and  submitted  for  animal 
inoculation  to  indicate  the  presence  or  absence  of  tubercle 
bacilli.  All  proved  negative.

In  all  cases  of  unsatisfactory  results,  immediate  contact 
was  made  with  the  County  Milk  Production  Officer  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  who  co-operated  with 
Officers  of  this  Department  in  isolating  the  source  of  trouble. 

Pasteurised  Milk.  Seven  samples  of  pasteurised  milk  have 
been  taken  and  all  passed  the  Official  Tests. 

Informal  Compositional  Sampling 

Forty-four  samples  have  been  taken,  40  being  above  the 
standard  of  3%  fat  content  required  by  the  Sale  of  Milk 
Regulations.

Twenty-four  samples  were  submitted  for  analysis,  the 
results  being  as  follows  :

The  two  samples  placed  in  cateogries  3 and  4 were  the 
subject  of  immediate  investigation  and  advice  was  given  to 
the  producers  concerned. 
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There  are  6 firms  registered  for  the  manufacture,  storage 
and  sale  of  ice  cream,  and  50  registered  for  the  storage  and 
sale  only  of  ice  cream.  Frequent  checks  were  made  at  all 
manufacturers’  premises  and  advice  given  where  necessary. 

Food  Hygiene 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  legal  action  under 
the  Food  Byelaws,  but  the  attention  of  several  food  traders 
was  drawn  to  the  fact  that  exposure  of  articles  of  food  outside 
and  at  the  doors  of  their  premises  was  a contravention  of  the 
Byelaws.

Of  the  34  cases  notified  during  1951,  21  were  pulmonary, 

1 spine  and  lungs,  1 genito-urinary  tract,  1 abdominal  glands,,

Action  was  taken  by  the  Council  under  this  section  in 
respect  of  two  cases,  an  elderly  man  and  woman,  aged  88  and 
92  years  respectively,  who,  in  addition  to  being  aged  were

infirm  and  living  in  insanitary  conditions.  They  were  unable 
to  devote  to  themselves,  and  were  not  receiving  from  other 
persons  proper  care  and  attention.  In  each  case  the  Court 
made  are  moval  order  for  three  months,  subsequently 
renewed,  to  Northleach  Hospital  and  Mitcheldean  Hospital 
respectively — part  3 accommodation. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 

Water  Supplies 

No  change  of  note  occurred  during  the  year. 

Cesspool  Service 

This  service  is  mainly  given  free  twice  a year  on  request. 
During  1951,  686  cesspools  were  emptied  free  of  charge,  in 
addition  to  50  for  which  were  charged. 

Sewerage 

With  the  coiupletion  of  the  new  works  at  Leonard  Stanley 
it  has  been  possible  to  disconnect  the  old  works  at  Ebley  and 
Stonehouse.  Small  systems  serving  Council  houses  at  Leonard 
Stanley,  King’s  Stanley  and  Whiteshill  have  also  been  con- 
nected to  the  new  sewers. 

Thrupp  sewage  works  remain  until  such  time  as  the  joint 
sewers  are  laid  from  Wallbridge  to  Bowbridge. 

The  sewer  from  Bowbridge  to  Brimscombe  is  now  nearing 
completion. 

The  Painswick  sewage  works  are  fairly  satisfactory  and 
treatment  has  been  given,  the  effluent  whilst  not  being  all 
that  may  be  desired  is  acceptable  to  the  Severn  Catchment 
Board.  All  sludge  is  dried  in  the  sludge  beds  and  taken  away. 

The  number  of  privy  vaults  and  bucket  closets  will  be 
further  reduced  in  the  districts  where  the  new  sewers  are  now 
available.  Every  endeavour  is  being  made  to  have  properties 
connected  to  the  sewer,  and  provided  with  water  closets  and 
suitable  sinks  It  is  expected  that  many  new  connections  will 
be  made  during  the  spring  of  1952.  Many  property  pwners  are 
taking  the  opportunity  of  installing  bathrooms,  and  this  is 
encouraged  within  the  licensing  regulation s.\

During  the  year  121  Council  houses  have  been  completed 
and  occupied,  making  a post-war  total  of  314  houses. 

Ninety-two  houses  are  under  construction  at  the  Park 
Site,  Stonehouse,  and  14  at  the  Blue  Boys,  Minchinhampton. 

Nine  Private  Enterprise  houses  were  completed  during 
1951,  making  a total  of  110  houses,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year 
13  houses  were  under  construction. 

Building  Licensing 

During  1951,  130  applications  for  licences  were  received, 
of  which  108  to  the  value  of  £30,490  9s.  2d.  were  granted, 
whilst  22,  amounting  to  £7,488  3s.  4d.  were  refused. 

Housing  Act  1949 

Response  to  applications  made  under  the  Act  for  Improve- 
ment Grants  to  recondition  property  has  been  very  disappoint- 
ing. Considerable  preliminary  work  has  been  done  explaining 
the  provisions  of  the  Act  to  applicants,  and  inspecting  pro- 
perties. In  no  case  has  a grant  as  yet  been  made  by  the 
Ministry  concerned,  and  few  applications  are  now  being 
received. 

Caravans  and  Moveable  Dwellings 

The  number  of  caravans  stationed  in  the  district  is  still 
increasing,  these  being  mainly  on  individual  sites.  One  site 
at  Stonehouse  has  been  licensed  for  10  caravans,  and  in  this 
case  a main  water  supply  has  been  laid  on,  and  drains,  water 
closets  and  wash  basins  provided. 

Most  caravans  give  rise  to  little  trouble,  but  in  one  or 
two  cases  owners  have  been  informed  that  their  renewal  of  a 
licence  will  not  be  recommended. 
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Refuse  Collection — Disposal  and  Salvage 

A weekly  collection  of  refuse  was  carried  out  in  all 
districts  with  the  exception  of  Miserden,  Tunley,  Througham 
and  Lypiatt,  where  a fortnightly  collection  was  maintained. 

Considerations  is  now  being  given  to  a change  from  side 
loading  vehicles  to  dustless  rear  loading  types.  This  change 
is  felt  to  be  very  desirable  both  from  the  hygienic  and  financial 
viewpoint. 

Refuse  tips  where  controlled  tipping  is  carried  out  were 
under  constant  supervision  as  far  as  possible.  Tip  dressing 
for  flies  was  applied  during  the  summer  with  satisfactory 
results.  Regular  treatment  for  rat  extermination  was  also 
given.  It  is  hoped  to  reduce  the  four  existing  tips  to  one 
central  tip.  A special  trailer  is  on  order,  which  should  result 
in  even  better  control. 

The  system  of  composting  refuse  and  sewage'  sludge  has 
been  actively  considered.  A sub-committee  visited  Dumfries, 
and  Mr.  Wylie,  pioneer  of  the  work  there,  also  addressed  a 
meeting  at  the  Council  Chambers  attended  by  representatives 
from  neighbouring  Local  Authorities,  the  National  Farmers’ 
Union  and  other  interested  bodies.  Experiments  on  a small 
scale  are  being  carried  out  at  Minchinhampton  Sewage  Works. 

During  the  year  the  gross  yield  for  salvage  was 
£2,490  12s.  7d.,  as  compared  with  £831  13s.  3d.  during  1950. 
Weights  of  all  items  salvaged  have  shown  an  increase.  Waste 
paper  has  increased  from  124  tons  to  148  tons,  and  scrap  iron 
from  3 tons  15  cwt.  to  16  tons  17  cwt.  The  salvage  yield 
represents  a saving  of  a 5d.  rate.

Dairies 

Every  encouragement  is  given  to  milk  retailers  to  improve 
their  premises  and  equipment,  and  to  qualify  for  Tuberculin 
Tested  bottling  licences.  Five  principal  licences  and  7 supple- 
mentary licences  have  now  been  issued. 

A survey  of  all  dairies  is  still  being  made  and  milk  samples 
taken.  Milk  samples  are  always  taken  from  the  supplier  in  all 
T.B.  cases  which  are  reported,  and  in  all  cases  up  to  date  they 
have  proved  negative. 

No  action  was  necessary  under  Regulation  20  of  the  Milk 
and  Dairies  Regulations  1949. 

Food  and  Drugs  Acts 

The  new  bye-laws  have  been  issued  to  all  shops  and 
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necessary  improvements  made.  Butchers'  shops,  restaurants, 
hotel  kitchens  and  food  preparing  premises  have  been  visited 
regularise 

No  slaughtering  takes  place  within  the  Rural  District. 

Ice  cream  is  increasing^  popular,  and  50  premises  are 
registered  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream,  mainly  for  retail  onty,  and 
two  for  the  manufacture  of  ice  cream.  In  one  case  a cold  mix 
onty  is  made,  and  in  the  other  regular  visits  were  paid  to 
ensure  that  the  Heat  Treatment  Regulations  were  complied 
with. 

Ice  cream  is  sold  mostly  in  pre-packed  cartons,  and  this 
method  is  encouraged.  It  is  received  from  reputable  firms 
with  up-to-date  hygienic  methods  of  production  and  transport. 
This  reduces  the  risk  of  contamination  and  ensures  a good 
food  value.
